Mr.  Frank  Mason  commented  on  the  opportunities  that  exist  to  encourage  use  of  citrus  trees  to 
support  the  Urban  Forest  Master  Plan’s  urban  agriculture  component  and  also  expressed 
concern  about  the  amount  of  concrete  waste  that  is  created  when  public  right  of  ways  are 
demolished  to  create  planted  areas.
